"Sir: 
Having almost thoroughly as- 


sured myaelf of an anarchist plot 
against his excellency, William Mc- 
Kinley, I consider it my duty to advise 
you of the name of one who is more 


than suspected of being the leader, 
whoee name is found on the enclosed 
slip. 


"He is a fugitive from Justice and a 


dangerous manl 


"He has been convicted severai times 


on the last occasion being sentenced 
to five years Imprisonment for an an!- 
archlst attempt. 


"My statement may be verified on 


appealing to the prefect of police of 
Paris, France. 


"In the course of the past year he 


had concealed with him a man named 
Franteois, author of an anarchist at- 
tempt at Scranton, where he mortally 
wounded an agent of the police." 


The matter will be mo«t thoroughly

sands of dollars worth of property, 
cost three lives, threw out of employ- 
ment thousands of workmen by forced 
suspension of industries on both bank* 
of the river and rendered hundreds of 
families homeless. 


The danger line is 24 feet arid this 


was passed about 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 


Seven hours later, the marks at 


Davis Island dam registered 25 feet and 
seven inches. 


Both river* are stationary and it wa» 


thought the worst was ever arid before 
nightfall the waters will b« receding. 


The low lands in PittsBurg, Alle- 


gheny, South Pittsburg, Sharpsburg, 
and McKe«gp»rt are inundated and 
nearly every plant froalting the tw« 
rivers haa been forced to shut down. 


Hundreds of families in these dis- 


tricts are either driven from their 
home* or are living on the upper floors 
or using skiffs. 


There were many riarro-w escapes 


from drowning during the night. Sev- 
eral men are reported to the police as 
missing, but only known fatalities are 
those reported above.

age of Silver 


"Washington, Nov. 27.— It is understoti-1 


that President MelCinUy will insert ir. 
his mas9!i£e to congress a general rec- 
ommendation for such an amendment to 
th* currency law o£ last March as wil. 
place th* gold standard beyond success- 
ful assault. 


It is btlisvud that this can be done by 


making all form* of money interchange- 
able, as ivajt suggested to congress last 
winter. 
Thl» would require that silver 


dollars as well as greenbacks and treas- 
ury notes shall be interchangeable with 
•old at the option of the holder. 


On the subject of the government of 


oar dependencies, the most important 
part In the message will d*al with tha 
Philippine Islands. The president. It Is 
•aid, will take the view that the time 
has come to terminate the control of the 
Philippine* under the war power, and j 
that the president should be authorized 
by eongre»« to provide fora civil govern- 
ment, using the army to maintain order 
until the scheme of home rule shall have 
been completed. 


President MeKinler will suggest that 


•teps be taken at once for bringing the 
army up to about luO.GOO men. His mes- 
sage will recite that fact that the sit- 
uation in Cuba is satisfactory, and that 
a constitution is being framed for self- 
government by the Cubans, and will 
probably be laid before the Fifty-seventh 
eougress. 


The exigencies of Philippine admin- 


istration bid fair to force the United 
Btates government to the free coinage 
of silver for colonial account, or .send 
ft back into the market aa a purchaser 
ef silver bullion. 


The war department (s continually be- 


sieged from merchants, bankers and 
other members of the business communi- 
ty of Manila, fer some relief from the 
confusion which now exists there in con- 
sequence of the large variety of coins in 
circulation. 
Although the Spanish gov- 


ernmen coined a dollar expressly for the 
Philippines, and the English have a sim- 
ilar coin for Oriental usa, the Mexican 
dollar is the general favorite. 


There is a mint at Mardla, now dis- 


used, but probaWy in such condition 
that it could be put to work again, and 
the^ question before the authoritl*s In 
Washington is whether to establish free 
coinage for a American peeo worth 
CO cents and receivable for all publie 
dues at that value, or whether to pur- 
chase at market price* enough silver 
bullion from time to time to keep the mint 
busy aad th« islands supplied with cur- 
rency.

Probabiy Foundered 


With Nine Men 


Portsmouth, N. H., Nov. 27.—"With no 


si gas of life of board, the battered hulk 
of the St. John schooner Advance was 
washed ashore on Wallis sands yester- 
day. 
Whether h«r crew of four or flvs 


men have been taken oft by a pnesing 
vessel, or hav« found a watery grave, can 
only be conjectured. 
There la a chance 


that they may have reached the Isle of 
Shoals, eight miles to the eastward, off 
shore, as the schooner in her drift went 
very near that Island cluster. 


The schooner is a complete wreck, her 


hatches stove in, her cabin washed away 
and her mainmast hanging over th? tide, 
while her foremast, though standing, 
totters with every wave that strikes the 
vessel. 


The schooner waa sighted at dawn yes- 


terday, both by the Jerry's Point and the 
Wallis sands life-savers. 
The great 


surges were tossing her about and pour- 
ing over her from stem to stern, and at 
tb» same time driving gradually to- 
ward the Hampton shore. The crew of 
the Wa-llis sands station waited over six 
hours for her to strike the beach, with 
their boat in readiness to put oft* as soon 
as she neared the shore. 
At 1 o'clock 


•he fetched up within 58 yards of the 
station, but the sea was so heavy that, 
after one or two attempts, that manner 
of reaching the wreck had to be 
abandoned. 


Just before dark they managed to 


board her In their surf boat, but there 
was little to reward them for their ef- 
forts, for the schooner waa beyond all 
hope of saving. After satisfying them- 
selves that there was no one on board, 
the lifesavprs returned to the station, 
leaving the /exeel to go to pieces. 


The Advance sailed from St. John early 


In the month, bound for Boston with a 
cargo of alewives and shingles.

Story of Tni-ner*a Grenteirt Shot at 


tijo Peklns; Siece. 


Still another story of tb« excellent 


marksman?h!p of Turner, the gallant 
American aarine who fell in the charge 
led by Captain Myers. Is being told, 
writes the Peking correspondent of the 
St. IxiuiE Glebe-Democrat under <3ate 
of Sept. 30. Early In the sles* ot the 
legation* a Chinese sharpshooter sta- 
tioned io the west end of Legation 
street made his presence felt. He had 
» position IB the rnins of the Dutch la- 
gatien, and bin range of vision and ac- 
curate fire extended tor several htsn- 
flred yards flown the street boyojad the 
American legation. Two barricades ex- 
tended across the str«et, closing in the 
American and Russian legations, but 
they were low, and aay »ne croesinj 
the street who did not crawl conld be 
eeen by tha Celestial sharpshooter. 
The latter was not a particularly good 
shot, bat he was capable enough to 
make things vpry uncomfortable for 
any one he fired at, end his deliberate 
methods made him a marked man 
among his comrades, who nearly all 
fired wildly. He get several fair shot* 
at Xllnister Conger while the latter was 
creasing the streets and also tried bis 
band on several other members of the 
legation. 


His fame finally reached Turner, the 


keen eyed marine, and at that Junc- 
ture commences the gtirrtng tale of his 
undoing. Turner located the Chinaman 
and began a study of bis methods. 
He learned that hlq position was In the 
rnins of a chimney In tn* Dutch lega- 
tion and that he fired from a loophole.

Turner 
tried variou* plans to get the man and 
finally decided thai his best cbauce 
Vaa when the Chinaman Jumped his 
head ont for a look, for tn doing that 
he exposed his head, neck aad part of 
his shoulders. That line of action set- 
tled, Turner qnietly waited his chance. 
It finally came. The Chinaman -slid 
his rifle barrel out of the loop and, aim- 
ing at a man farther down Legation 
stre«t and way beyond the barricade 
where Turner lay, let go, A mom«at 
later the oriental darted his head out 
for a fatal loot. The hesd was In rlew 
but an instant, and in that brief frac- 
tion of time a riflo spoke from the 
American barricade. The bead drew 
back behind the chimney, and then the 
wholi» body pitched outward Into view 
In a fall from the platform to the ruins 
below. Turner had plugged his rival. 
Mea who saw the shot made say that 
It -was the greatest of the siege.

The unfortu- 


nate provision by which the contract- 
ing for the vessels was made subject 
to an agreement as to the price of 
armor, while it delayed the work in 
connection with these important ves- 
sels, served one good purpose, in mak- 
ing it possible to combine with those 
appropriated for by the Fifty-lftb con- 
fess the two provided for by the met 
of June T, 1900. The bureau of con- 
struction and repair in the designs for 
theee five vessels has fully carried out 
the evident purpose of congress, and 
the designs new approaching comple- 
tion In that bureau represent five of the 
snost powerful battleships which have 
over been projected. 


The vessels appropriated for In 1889 


ar« required.to be sheathed and cop- 
pered, whereas those of the later appro- 
priation have been held by the navy 
department not to be covered by the 
provision as to Sheathing, and the bu- 
reau of construction and repair has 
therefore designed two classes of ves- 
sels, one sheathed and the other not 
Sheathed.

The board of health of New Orleans 


has adopted some important changes 
In the rales goTsrnhig coffee ships 
from plagne lafested ports, and now 
uninfected ressets will only be detain- 
sd fire dejs se far as the cargo is con- 
cerned instead of 15, as in the past, 
sajs the New T«rk Tines. The vessels 
are to be dls!nfo«ted in midstream, 
will anchor 100 fvet from shore at 
Bight and 45 feet from shore la the 
daytime. 


Metal funnels will be nsed on the 


hawsers attached to the shore to pre- 
vent rats from leavtag th« ships, and a 
corps of men araed with shotguns will 
be stationed on shore aad in stiffs to 
shoot any rodeat that may attempt to 
get away. All dead rats are to be han- 
dled with rubber stoves and cremated. 
Long stage planks closely guarded will 
be used to get the cargo ashore.

The report In yesterday's Transcript 


that the republican convention as call 
ed originally for Friday evening, was 
illegal, caused a stir among tivi man- 
agers. The members of the city com- 
mittees began to investigate the law, 
and it was not long before the discov- 
ery was made that the democraic con- 
vention, calied for Monday eveninsr, 
was also illegal. 


The law on the subject reads as tol- 


lov s: 


"No convention to nominate candi- 


dates for any state or city office shall 
be/ called for a date earlier than J*ur 
days after the holding of the caucus- 
es for the choice of deleirates thereto, 
end all such conventions shall be call- 
ed for a date not later than 4S hours 
prior to the hour for filing certificates 
of nomination, as provided in section 
145 of this act." 


The first part of this law was what 


made the republican call illegal, and 
the second part is what affects the 
democrats. The certificates of nomi- 
nation have to be filed with the city 
clerk by 5 o'clock on Wednesday af- 
ternoon, December _J5. The democratic 
citjt convention, therefore, will have 
to be held before 5 o'clock on Monday 
in order to be legal. 


The republican city committee today 


Issued a call for the republican con- 
vention to be held in the district court 
room at 8.15 o'clock r-n Saturdav eve- 
ning of this week. This Is 16 minutes 
more than the four days after the cau- 
cuss. The democratic city committee 
has not yet issued its new call. The 
democratic convention, however, must 
be held between 8.15 o'clock Friday 
evening and a o'clock Monday after- 
noon. 
/ i'ther point has been raised which 


will furnish the democrats food for 
thought. If a city convention Is held 
within th£ legal time, there will be no 
delegates elected to it. The delegates 
evicted at last night's caucuses, were 
by the call of the caucuses, elected "to 
the democratic city convention to ba 
held in the district court room, State 
Street, Monday, December 3, at 8 o'clock 
p. m. 


The delegates elected .therefore, have 


no legal right to meet In convention 
called at any other time. The r<"DubJ 
licans were not caught In this way, as 
the call for the republican caucuses 
tonight floes not specify the time of 
th,» citr convention.

Views of a CnrresjomAent 


Partition ef the Baiplr*. 


The following extract from a private 


letter written by a competent observer 
at Peking under the date of Sept. 28 
recently appeared In the New- York 
Sun: 


"The utter inefficiency of Chinese 


military organization has been pointed 
out, and recent events have confirmed 
all that has been said. Indeed, they 
have shown that China's powers of 
resistance are even much below what 
they have been stated to be. 


"The Boxer revolution was fully in- 


dorsed and supported by the imperial 
government, and both nave gone down 
together. All I have seen ao far would 
Eeem to indicate that there 
IB not 


enough virtue left in the Mantchoo 
dynasty nor in the Chinese system of 
government to build upon; that the 
best interests ef the modern world 
would be promoted by a change of 
dynasty and a council of regency, or 
even by the dissolution of the empire 
Into its con*tltuent provinces. Indeed, 
it is not certain that a partition of the 
empire between the allied powers, ex* 
cept ourselves, would not be better 
than a continuance ef the present gov- 
ernment. There is net much for us in 
the 'open door1 or In the treaty rights 
which the open d«or wai intended 
to preserve.

BAOI WITH MANY GOLD IUGGETS. 


EGYPTIAN RELICS AT YALE. 
Important C»lleeti«n af Antiquities 


Flaeed In P«n.b*«y M**e«m. 


Peabody museum in New Haven has 


received from London an important 
collection of Egyptian antiquities pre- 
sented to Tale by the Connecticut 
members of the American Arch«t 
leal association, says the New I 
Times. The relics were found in 
cavations made In Abydon by th« 
Egyptian Exploration Fund association 
and bav« been en exhibition in London. 
. In the collection are a number ef rare 
specimens, ameag thra ernanents ef 
shell 'and green glass beads, peasants 
of feldspar and pieces ef flint which 
date back to prehistoric times. There 
are six finely preserved scarabs of the 
eighteenth dynasty and a number of 
alabaster vases «f the Raaeses period 
in a very goM state of preservation. 
There is also an Inscription taken from 
a royal tomb belonging to a king of the 
first dynasty. In ths tombs that were 
excavated were found model tools, ax- 
es, hoes, chisels, a headless statuette, 
several Jars, two geld earrings and 
come geld bair rings. A chair leg fitted 
with ivory pegs slse was obtained. 


These specimens h.vre all been placed 


in the Feabody wuseum in a room that 
will later be used excJ naively for Egyp- 
tian antiquities.

Rex E. Beach, the well known ath- 


lete, member of the Chicago Athletic 
lltib and champion Indoor swimmer of 
America, has Jnst returned flora Alas- 
ka with Us pockets full of gold nug- 
gets, says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
He declares he also has Information 
which several thousand persona ia 
Ala*ka and America would pay fabu- 
lous prices to obtain. He says he in 
the only man In the United States who 
knows the location ef the great strike 
On the Kuikoqulm river which has 
ca-nsed sncfi a gutter at Cape Nome, 
Dawson City and other points. 


The strike waa n»»de oa a creek or 


tributary ef the Kuskequlm river on 
May 80 last by six prospectors, part- 
ners of Mr. Beach. The Kuskoquim 


i river lies §»uth of the Yukon and Is 
navigable for 1,000 wiles. It runs in 
the same direction. They went into 
that section last April and prospected 
several miles up and down the river 
and Its tributaries uatil they found 
rich gravel. They took out In a short 
epaee of time $34,200 from a space 16 
by SO feet, and at no place did they 
go lower than six feet. 


The men frequently realized from 


$18 to $20 to a pan and sometimes as 
high at $30, and they found pay dirt 


i en the ereek for a distance of five 
miles. They also found rich mineral 
en several other creeks adjoining and 
discovered that 'the hillsides contained 
rich deposits. 


At the time of the discovery Mr. 


Beach was at Cape Nome looking after 
his claims at that point and It was not 
until October that he was Informed by 
a letter dated Aug. 15 of the success of 
his partners. In the first flush of ex- 
citement he let out something about 
the find, and the rumor spread through- 
out Nome like wildfire. A few days 
later a Russian missionary who lives 
with the Indians on the Yukon told the 
people of Nome of the strike, and a 
large number of miners at once com- 
menced preparations for the new camp. 
The exact whereabouts of the new dig- 
gings, however, was withheld there, 
and Mr. Beach refuses to divulge its 
location even in Chicago. 


In their letter to Mr. Beach his part- 


ners sent maps locating the claims, 
maps of two town siteg an«l detailed 
Informstlea respecting that section of 
the country, tegsther with a list of sup- 
plies abislotely necessary to the suc- 
cessful werfeing of the mines. 
Mr. 


Beach caught the last steamer for Se- 
attle and arrived In Chicago a few 
days age. He will go by the next 
steamer to Jnnean, on Dec. 1$. and 
from there he will gct.by to at to Coot 
lalet, whero he will secure a doj; trt;n 
aacl Irti'.aa srn'.Sta a~re*s the peninsula 
ts Kakn«k, tl:*nre up the Nuthsgiik 
r!rrr and across a bleak country 1.080 
miles to the new camp. lie will make 
the trip alone, with tbe possible excep- 
tions of his guides, over a country 
which white men have never before 
traversed. 


"My parraers tell me we have the 


richest cajap in Alaska," said Mr. 
Beach the ether day, "and as soon as 
Its location become* known there will 
be thousands of miners going thers. 
One party at Nome purchased a Btearn- 
boat and got as far as St. Michael's, 
and the beat was scuttled by others 
whom they had refused to take along. 
The Wild Geoce Mining company, the 
great California corporation which con- 
trols so many claims at Nome, organ- 
ised a party and sent men in tugs, but 


i a great.storm on the coast wrecked 


their vessel*. 


"The Alaska CeMMercial company is 


trying hard to find out the location of 
cur camp In order to send men and 
supplies there. We want to keep the 
location secret until we are sure we 
have our claims well established. W« 
know there is going to be a rush up 
there greater than there waa to Daw- 
son or Nome, and we want to be pre- 
pared for It. 


"Nome Is doing well, and my claims 


there have turned out dust and nug- 
gets this year to my entire satisfac- 
tion. As soon as I visit the new striko 
I will push on to Nome, arriving there 
aext spring in time to make a clean up. 
My partners will look after the new 
business until I can settle affairs at 
Nome. I expect to return home In the 
spring of 1002 with sufficient wealth 
to last me the balance of my life."

Uazzled in Ward 6 


There was little monotony about the 


democratic city caucuses last evening. 
Contests In four wards were fought to 
a finish, and in at least one ward to 
somethinB- more than a finish. The at- 
tendance was very Urge, 379 voting In 
all the wards. The number voting 
ranged aJl the way from ISO in ward 4 
down to nine in ward 5. 


Most of the conteeta' were on the 


question of city committee, and the 
result was a. clecided victory for J. H. 
Mack over the "old crowd." Mr. Mack 
bavins again concentrated his ability 
to control the democracy of the citr. 


The delegates to tht ilty convention 


are almost without exception favor- 
able to William Dobeon for mayor, 
and in one ward, ward one. the dele- 
gates were Instructed to vote for him. 
It is now more apparent than ever that 
Mr. Dobson can have the democratic 
nomination. His frieiio* were out in 
force, and it seems to rest with him 
as to whether he has It. 


The contests were in wards 2, 3, 4 and 


6. Ward 7 was to have been contest- 
ed, but at the last moment the oppo- 


j sition ticket was withdrawn. The op- 


position ticket, by which is meant the 
opposition to the regular city commit 
tee ticket, was victorious In wards ! 
and 3, and was defeated in wards 4 and 
6. In ward S its defeat was one of the 
jolting kind that rattles the teeth of 
the victims. 


One of the features of the caucuses 


was the protest made at allowing the 
election of J. A. Gendron as a member 
of the city committee from ward 2. 
This wan made Tpy his defeated oppon- 
ent, John "Whltniy, on the ground that 
Mr. Gendron Is not a, voter. There 
was a lively dispute, and the protest 
remains to be decided. 


The defeat of Chairman Carroll of 


the city committee, who wanted to re- 
main on the committee was another of 
the Interesting features. 


In the four ,wards whers there were 


opposition tickets, the ballots of the 
opposition bore th« heading: "Regular 
democratic ticket; for school commit- 
teeman, J. J. F. McLawrhlln," Tfie 
city committee tickets bore the head- 
ing: 
"City committee ticket?' 


In ward 4 there wore a number of 


Instances of too many voting, and 1: 
were thrown out. These 12 had been 
cast by five persons. The vote was de- 
cisive enough so that they did not af- 
fect the result.

Ward 1 was the only ward In the 


city to Instruct Its delegates to. vote 
for Dobson for* mayor. The delegates 
were also Instructed to present the 
name of J. H. Mahoney as a candidate 
for the council. Mr. Mahoney will In 


i all probability be the candidate on the 


I republican ticket. There was only one 
ticket in the field, and 23 votes were 
cast. Jamea Boulger was chairman 
and Michael Fallon was secretary. 


Ward 2 had the closest "scrap" of 


any. It was between J. A. Gendron 


' and John Whitney for city committee 
| The nominees of the city committee 


I were Joseph McCarthy, John Bracklcy 
i and John 
Whitney. Mr. Gendron's 


I ticket retained the name of Joseph Mc- 
Carthy, and added his own and thai of 
Ernest P. Faukner. Both Mr. Gendron 
and Mr. Whitney were hard at work, 
and when the ballots were counted It 
was found that Mr. Gendron had won 
by two votes, the count standing 19 
to 17. Mr. Whitney at once entered a 
protest against Mr. Gendron's election, 
on the ground that he is not a voter. 
Mr. Gendron moved away a couple of 
years ago, and returned to the city too 
late to be on the voting list this year. 
Mr. Gendron replied at once that he 
was an American citizen, and there- 
fore qualified to serve. The two made 
several sharp retorts, and one or two 
others took a hand, until finally Mr. 
Gendron ^ra» declared elected by the 
caucus officers, with a record made of 
Mr. "Whitney's pretest, to be acted ut>- 
on by the proper authorities. James 
Dillon was cliairman and John Sulli- 
van secretary. 


Ward 3 had as Its feature the defeat 


of William G. Carroll, chairman of 
the city committee Mr.c Carroll was 
running again for the city committee, 
with A. N. Gelineau and M. J. Kelly as 
his running mates. The ooinoslition 
named Fred Meerworth, James Sulli- 
van and Charles McCusker.

winter in legislative matters pertain- 
ing to the game laws, arid if an effort 
is made, as intimated by several mem- 
bers <ot the legislature in the eastern 
part of the state, to repeal the law 
paised last winter, it will meet with 
the united opposition of the local or- 
ganisation. The game birds have been 
well protected this year by the very 
effective enactment of a year ago, and 
the vigilar.be of the game wardens, 
and the sportsmen o£ the county are 
satisfied with the law as it stands now. 


There has been some talk of intrjduc 


ing a bill forbidding the catching of 
trout of less than six inches in lenlgth, 
and if thi» should come before the great 
and gen«ral court certain members of 
the local club say that they will do all 
they' can to defeat its passage. There 
are certain brooks in Berkshire where 
the trtut don't grow much over six 
inchss long artyway. -and it is contended 
that such a bill as this would be detri- 
mental to the sporting interests of the 
county. 


In this connection it is of interest to 


E/ite that the Varmont legislature has 
veted to remove the six inch restriction 
for trout fishing, and to extend 
the 


closed season till September.
